

Pizza chain

• BUT IT WON'T BE AT THE CASTLE 


A NATIONAL fast food chain has con¬ 
firmed it is looking for premises in Axmin- 
ster. 

Following intense speculation in the town, 
Domino’s Pizza issued a brief statement saying it 
wants to come to Axminster. 

But the link between its search for premises and the 
closure of Castle Inn appear to be wide of the mark 
as Punch Taverns says it is seeking a new landlord for 
the pub. 

The pub was recently boarded up and rumour was 
rife that the pizza chain would move in. 

The communications manager for Domino’s Pizza, 
Helen Tosney-Collins, told Pulman’s View. “We are 
continually researching and reviewing locations 
across the country in which to open new stores. 

Wallet stolen in

“We have identified Axminster as a possible loca¬ 
tion for a new store and are currently looking for a 
suitable site in the town.” 

The announcement was met with mixed reactions. 
Local restaurant Le Pisani recently introduced a pizza 
and pasta takeaway/free home delivery service. 

Raymond Pisani said: “We don’t mind the competi¬ 
tion, but it will hit us. We will lose some of our trade. 
Ax min ster is not big enough for another pizza place.” 

Franco Pisani added: “We can challenge on taste and 
price without any doubt.” 

Axminster Chamber of Commerce chairman Shane 
Morgan commented: “Any national chain that takes 
a look at our growing town has to be good news. I 
think it would be well received. 

“Axminster would be the ideal location with the 
huge hinterland we’ve got.” 

Whether or not the company finds a suitable place 
in the town remains to be seen, but it is unlikely to be 
in the Castle Inn premises. 

Over the last few years the pub has been frequently 
closed down and then reopened as landlords have 
come and gone. 

The most recent closure also saw the premises 
boarded up, which hasn’t been the case before. 

A spokesperson for Punch Taverns explained: “We 
can confirm that the Castle Inn has closed. 

“For insurance purposes we have had to take certain 
measures to secure the property, this includes the 
boarding of windows and doors. 

“Our local teams are working hard to recruit a new 
tenant for the pub and we hope to reopen to the com¬ 
munity in the near future.”

This year’s Great North Run (a half Marathon) 
will take place on Sunday, September 13th, and 
Jack hopes to raise £500 for NSPCC

lifestyle, running was put on the back burner for a 
while when he spent a month trekking in the Hi¬ 
malayas this spring. 

He said: “I started to slowly build up the running 
in April, but training is a little trickier than I’d 
hoped - squeezing life in too. But I’m getting there. 

Having completed Amsterdam Marathon in a 
time of four hours and eight minutes, he is hoping 
to complete the Great North Run in one hour 45 
minutes.

DOES Axminster need another pizza outlet? I 
ask the question after reporting on the front 
page of our Axminster edition that whilst ru¬ 
mours that Domino Pizza were taking over the 
The Castle site on Anchor Hill are not true (the 
brewery is looking for another tenant), the na¬ 
tional pizza chain have confirmed they are 
looking for an outlet in Axminster. 

There’s two ways of looking at this. It is good 
news that a national chain wants to open an 
outlet in Axminster, demonstrating faith in the 
future of the town as a vibrant commercial cen¬ 
tre, but is the town big enough to warrant an¬ 
other food outlet selling pizza? 

Those who already sell pizza, understandably, 
would say the town is not big enough for an op¬ 
eration like Domino. They may well be right. 

It’s good to see that progress is at last taking 
place on the conversion of the former Webster’s 
Garage site into a temporary car park. 

Wouldn’t it be nice if a little sitting out, 


grassed area is included? And it would be better 
still if there was some positive news about the 
former George Hotel which still stands empty 
in the centre of town. 

There’s persistent rumours that Wether- 
spoons might be looking at The George but 
that’s not likely to happen as the company tells 
us the ground floor area at The George is not big 
enough for their requirement.

SOUTH SOMERSET 
Chief Constable asked 
to resign following 
misconduct charges 

SOMERSET and Avon Chief Constable Nick Gar- 
gan has been ordered to resign after being found 
guilty of eight counts of misconduct. 

Mr Gargan was suspended from the force in 
May 2014 after being accused of gross miscon¬ 
duct involving inappropriate advances towards 
female colleagues, which he was cleared of by a 
panel in July. However, the inquiry panel found 
him guilty of eight other counts of misconduct, 
including sharing private police information and 
having intimate images on his police-issued mo¬ 
bile phone. 

Although his suspension from the force was lifted 
after the inquiry, Police and Crime Commissioner 
Sue Mountstevens, who personally appointed Mr 
Gargan as Chief Constable in 2013, has now de¬ 
manded that he leave his £175,000 a year post. 
Three former Chief Constables of Avon and Somer¬ 
set Constabulary have also called for his resigna¬ 
tion and a petition saying he should leave the post 
has been signed by more than 1,200 people. 

Following Mr Gargan's hearing with Ms 
Mountstevens last week, a report by the Inde¬ 
pendent Police Complaints Commission (IPCC) on 
the misconduct charges brought against the 
Chief Constable was made public. 

The report described how Mr Gargan faced a 
total of 16 charges, three of which were later 
withdrawn. He was found guilty of seven counts 
of forwarding emails containing police business 
to non-police email addresses - one of which in¬ 
cluded sending details of a new job to a woman he 
said he hoped would apply. 

Following last week's announcement Chief 
Constable Nick Gargan has been suspended. Act¬ 
ing Chief Constable John Long will continue to 
lead Avon and Somerset Constabulary and, fol¬ 
lowing Mr Long's retirement at the end of August, 
Deputy Chief Constable Gareth Morgan will take 
over on a temporary basis as Chief Constable.

Plans for new town 

‘blueprint’ 

IMPROVED parking facilities, tougher speed re¬ 
strictions and extra cycle paths are among a se¬ 
ries of suggestions brought forward as part of a 
project to plot the future development of Honiton. 

Members of the community have called for a 
series of key local issues to be addressed in the 
ambitious project, which will culminate in the 
creation of a planning 'blueprint' for the town. 

The scheme is designed to give Honiton resi¬ 
dents a greater say in the development of the 
community by setting out their own vision for its 
future. 

Honiton Town Council is steering the ‘neigh¬ 
bourhood plan', which will eventually become a 
statutory document that district planners must 
consider when deciding on whether to grant per¬ 
mission for major developments. 

As well as the ongoing issues to do with parking 
and speeding in the town centre, members of the 
community have also called for additional cycle 
paths and extra open spaces for families and 
children to make use of. 


OTTERY St MARY 
Police issue warning 
after spate of thefts 
from vehicles 

POLICE in Ottery St Mary have renewed warnings 
to drivers that their property could be at risk from 
thieves this summer following a vehicle break-in 
at one of the area's beauty spots. 

Officers are urging visitors to take extra care of 
their valuables and not to leave them on display 
on dashboards or passenger seats. 

The appeal comes after a parked car was bro¬ 
ken into at the White Cross car park, East Hill, 
earlier this month. 

The window of a blue Nissan X-Trail was 
smashed and several of the driver's personal be¬ 
longings snatched. 

Police believe over £1,000 worth of valuable 
possessions were stolen during the incident, 
which took place on Thursday, August 13th. 

Police Community Support Officer Maria Clapp 
said: 1 ‘The latest incident up at East Hill is a clear re¬ 
minder to all drivers to make sure their vehicles 
are secure when leaving them in a public place. 


EAST DEVON 
Tramway warns 
drivers not to skip 
lights at level crossing 

CAMERAS have been installed at the level cross¬ 
ing in Colyford to catch drivers skipping lights to 
cross the tramway. 

Seaton Tramway has urged motorists to use ‘ ‘ex¬ 
treme caution'' when approaching the red lights at 
the level crossing on the A3052, and now CCTV has 
been installed to capture anyone who doesn't 
heed the popular tourist attraction's advice. 

The safety precaution comes after a car crashed 
into a tram when it failed to stop at the red lights 
in April this year, causing significant damage but 
no serious injuries. 

Jenny Nunn, CEO of Seaton Tramway, said: “Not 
stopping at a level crossing when red lights and 
audible alarms are sounding is not only a danger¬ 
ous thing to do, but also an offence." 

Devon and Cornwall Police are working closely 
with the tramway and have confirmed that en¬ 
forcement will be taking place within the area in the 
near future and offenders could face prosecution. 

PC Steve Lee of Devon and Cornwall Police 
commented: “I would like to advise motorists 
who contravene the warning signs and lights at 
the Colyford tram crossing that they not only put 
their own lives at risk, but also that of their pas¬ 
sengers and the occupants of the tram. 

“They are committing an offence contrary to 
section 36 of the road traffic act and enforcement 
will take place in the locality in the future. 

“Upon conviction of such an offence a court 
may impose a financial penalty of up to £1,000. 

“If, as a consequence of dangerous driving or 
driving without due care and attention, a fatality 
occurred, the maximum penalty is 14 years in 
prison."

Twitter gag imposed 
during council debate 


A POTENTIALLY explosive 
town council debate turned into 
a damp squibb after members 
were told not to discuss the on¬ 
going Twitter controversy. 

As reported previously, mayor 
Douglas Hull has sent a letter to 
members of Axminster Town 
Council, saying a member has 
apologised for tweeting “a link to 
a pornographic website” to the 
council. 

Although not mentioned by 
name in the letter, Paul Hayward 
had previously been named as 
the councillor in question by dis¬ 
trict councillor Ian Hall in a 
statement to this newspaper. 

Councillor Hayward strongly 
denies having tweeted anything 
to do with pornography. 

He admits having used a Not 
Suitable Lor Work (NSTW) 
hashtag, which he says was there

to warn people and avoid contro¬ 
versy, not cause it. 

During town council public 
forum on Monday, August 10th, 
councillor Joy Raymond asked to 
speak, but was stopped by Mayor 
Douglas Hull as soon as he re¬ 
alised what she wanted to speak 
about. 

He said: “It [the tweet] has 
been reported to East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council’s (EDDC) Stan¬ 
dards Committee, so cannot be 
raised tonight. 

“It has been reported, but not 
by me.” 

He did not say who had re¬ 
ported the tweet, but the meeting 
continued with other issues until 
Mayor Hull’s ruling was chal¬ 
lenged. 


He eventually allowed council¬ 
lor Raymond to speak, and said: 
“Please Ms Raymond, consider 
carefully what you say.” 

She did not name councillor 
Hayward, but told the mayor: 
“Thanks for your letter, which 
was not marked private or confi¬ 
dential. 

“We get a tweet from a council¬ 
lor sent into the public domain. 

“Not Suitable Lor Work speaks 
for itself. 

“Members of the public have 
come up to me. It is a great 
source of gossip in the town. 

“It is a betrayal of trust. It has 
left me with no confidence in 
said councillor. 

“Isn’t it best if said councillor 
fall on their sword?” 

Councillor Hayward did not re¬ 
spond, and did not enter the de¬ 
bate.

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Where is superfast broadband? 


AN open letter to the Devon County Council Place 
Scrutiny Committee 

■ AS employers and business owners in rural Devon 
and Somerset, the lack of fast broadband is an ever¬ 
growing issue which prevents us competing on a 
level playing field with similar businesses in the 
towns and cities. 

When the rural Phase 2 Superfast Broadband pro¬ 
gramme was funded by £22.75M from Broadband 
Delivery UK in January 2014 we were delighted that 
fast broadband would soon reach at least 95 per cent 
of the two counties. 

During 2014, the competitive open tender process 
that Connecting Devon & Somerset (CDS) embarked 
upon seemed that it would deliver the most coverage 
at the best price. 

In November 2014 however, CDS changed their 
minds, telling us that that they would deliver a better 
solution if they placed an exclusive contract with BT 
and we were told to trust them. 

Nine months later on June 26 2015, it was an¬ 
nounced that the CDS Board had failed to agree an 
exclusive Phase 2 contract with BT and they would 
revert to issuing another competitive open tender. 

It is now 18 months since funding was made avail¬ 
able and Devon and Somerset are the only two coun¬ 
ties in the UK not to have a 95 per cent minimum 
Phase 2 broadband contract in place. 

If CDS embark on their third attempt to find sup¬ 
pliers, it will take at least another six months, which 
could stretch to a year, before Phase 2 contracts are 
signed. Even then, at least 5 per cent of us will still 
not be included in the programme and we will not 
find out who is not included until 2017 or beyond. 

We cannot run our businesses on this basis. Our 
websites are our shop windows and with every day 
that passes, more of our business processes rely on 
fast broadband, to sell, to buy, to arrange shipments 
and to pay our taxes, not to mention the legitimate

needs of every rural resident to interact via fast 
broadband, with online banking, shopping, Skype 
and other rapidly evolving information services. 

In 2013 DCMS, the government department re¬ 
sponsible for the superfast broadband programme, 
published a report by Cambridge Econometrics 
which showed that when fast broadband is provided, 
the local economy grows by £20 for every £1 in¬ 
vested - a Return On Investment (ROI) of 20 (the 
most optimistic ROI forecast for HS2 is 1.7). 

Nearby towns and cities which now have superfast 
broadband are reaping the rewards of this invest¬ 
ment, whilst CDS has failed twice to even find su¬ 
perfast broadband Phase 2 suppliers for rural Devon 
and Somerset, with the exception of the two National 
Parks. This is now an urgent issue. 

We were therefore pleased to hear that on July 8, 
the Devon County Council Cabinet referred the CDS 
Board’s attempts to secure a Phase 2 contract to their 
Place Scrutiny Committee who have now scheduled 
an extraordinary meeting on September 3rd for that 
purpose. 

We have, however, learnt that there are currently 
no plans to call external witnesses to the public 
scrutiny committee meeting. The only information 
to be considered by the committee will therefore be 
provided by CDS, the CDS Board and possibly BT. 

This will not produce a fair examination of the pro¬ 
gramme and we call on the DCC Place Scrutiny 
Committee to take evidence on this issue from con¬ 
cerned rural businesses and residents in the two 
counties affected by these decisions, as well as the 
organisation currently responsible for delivering this 
programme with a £98.5M budget: CDS and the 
CDS Board.

However, whenever the subject is raised it is 
automatically assumed that the only option is a 
North-South route with all the ensuing difficul¬ 
ties and costs involved of such a route over such 
terrain. 

Surely a much simpler and cheaper option 
would be to start the bypass North of Weycroft 
Bridge at the layby where the A358 crosses over 
the rail line and continue along the route of the 
rail line meeting Trafalgar Way behind Axmin¬ 
ster Tools & Machinery. 

A sensible improvement to the A35 junction 
would then be all that is necessary to finish the job. 

Obviously all routes will cause disruption and I 
sympathise with anyone who lives anywhere 
near or on any proposed route but there is rela¬ 
tively little in the way along the rail line, it has the 
benefit of being on flat ground all the way and it 
addresses the Weycroft bottleneck which would 
not be the case on the North-South route cur¬ 
rently envisaged.

Around one in four women in the UK and Ireland are severely 
overweight and at risk of suffering a range of health problems including 
diabetes, heart disease and cancer. Slimming World’s Woman of the Year 
competition recognises the achievements of women in making long-term 


healthy lifestyle changes for both themselves and their families. 

Gill joined Slimming World in March 2014 after becoming 
increasingly unhappy with her size. She says: “I started to put on weight 
after spinal surgery when I became immobile and confined to a 
wheelchair. I had tried different diets before surgery which didn't work 
for me, and had then lost weight with Slimming World. After surgery, I 
knew the only way forward was Slimming World. With Slimming World 
it’s completely different, I never have to miss out and I don’t have to get 
hung up on weighing and measuring everything I eat. I don’t feel 
deprived and after losing weight I’m the slimmest - and the happiest -

encourages slimmers to fill up on satisfying yet healthy everyday foods 
like fruit and veg, lean meat and fish, pasta, potatoes, rice and pulses 
without having to weigh or measure. She says: “My family and friends 
are all amazed how much I can eat and still lose weight. I still eat many 
of the same meals that I did before I started losing weight, like pasta, 
risotto, and cottage pie. Now I just prepare and cook them differently - 
and they taste so much better. I’ve picked up lots of new healthy recipes 
from the other members at my Slimming World group, too. 

“I know a lot of people worry about joining a slimming club because 
they don’t know what to expect. They needn’t be afraid though. Right 
from the first moment I went into my Slimming World group I felt at 
home, the support and motivation I’ve received from my Consultant, 
Christine, and the rest of the group has been brilliant,” adds Gill. “They 
made me feel so welcome and now I don’t know what I was so nervous 
about - they’re like my second family and I look forward to going to 
Slimming World each week. I definitely don’t think I could have lost all 
this weight without them. 


“When I started out I never dreamt I’d be able to achieve all that I have 
I lost 3.51bs in my first week, 51b in my second and was blown away 
that the changes I’d made had such a big impact so quickly. As the 
weight started to come off and I began moving down dress sizes - I’ve 
gone from a size 24 to a 12 -1 started to believe I could actually lose the 
weight and keep it off. Losing the weight has made such a huge 
difference - it’s changed my life. I’ve got so much more energy and 1 
can do things now that I couldn’t before. My fitness and health have 
improved immeasurably. I am no longer reliant on a wheelchair, and can 
walk; needing oxygen 14 hrs a day is a thing of the past, and my blood 
pressure medication has halved. I’m more confident and I like the slim 
happy, positive person I see in the mirror. I feel like a winner already, sc 
being voted the Ilminster group’s Woman of the Year 2015 is just the 
icing on the cake.” 

Now Gill will go forward to the regional finals of the competition 
putting her in the running for the national title. The national Slimming 
World Woman of the Year 2015 will be announced in November and the 
winner will take home a £3,000 cash prize. 

Christine, who runs the Ilminster group, says: “I’m so proud of Gill 
Not only does she look fabulous, she’s improved her health and is 
bursting with energy. She’s a huge inspiration to everyone in our group 
and I hope she inspires other women in the area to change their lives in 
the same way. It can be hard to admit that you need to do something 
about your weight and to ask for help, but I think Gill shows just what’s 
possible when you do. She always says that if she can do it, anyone can 
and that’s certainly true!”

Q. I HAVE a mole next to my nose which I have 
often thought about having removed. I am 
going on a cruise in August to celebrate my 50th 
wedding anniversary and wondered if I would 
be able to have the treatment before then? 

A. Yes, you have plenty of time to have this treat¬ 
ment before your cruise. Initially you would 
need to come for a Consultation with our Sur¬ 
geon on a Monday evening or a Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon at the Nuffield Hospital in Taunton. You 
can make an appointment by telephoning 
01823 331773 or by emailing lasercentre@li- 
neone.net. Following the consultation we can 
book you in for your treatment, usually within a 
couple of weeks, if you wish to go ahead. 

Q. I have always wanted to have this done.. but 
always been a little nervous how painful is the 
treatment? 

A. Please do not be nervous, this treatment is 
very painless and straight forward. Our Surgeon 
will inject a small amount of local anaesthetic 
into the area prior to treatment. The laser is very 
precise and targets only the mole itself and 
does not affect any of the surrounding skin. 
When the anaesthetic wears off you may feel a 
slight discomfort or stinging, this is fairly mild 
but if you do wish to take paracetamol this will 
help. 

Q. During the cruise I will be exposed to the sun, 
will I still be able to do this following treatment? 
A. We would always recommend using a high 
factor sun cream whenever you are exposed to 
the sun, especially on the treated area. You 
would need to wait 2 or 3 weeks for the skin to 
be fully healed before you go into the sun but 
the high factor sun cream will not only protect 
the more sensitive, treated area but will also 
help prevent further sun dam.

BRAKE, the road safety charity, has produced a free interactive e-leaming 
resource to highlight the importance of making sure your vision is up to 
scratch before getting behind the wheel. ‘Sharpen up’, developed in part¬ 
nership with Specsavers, can be used by anyone who works with drivers, 
including: fleet professionals and employers; driving in¬ 
structors; road safety professionals and emergency serv¬ 
ices; teachers; community leaders; and by individuals 
directly wanting to find out more about driver eyesight. 

People with impaired vision are much more likely to be 
involved in a road crash, and are estimated to cause 2,900 
casualties per yearl. Eyesight can deteriorate rapidly 
without you noticing, hence experts recommend having 
an eyesight test at least every two years. A 2014 survey 
by Brake and Specsavers2 found that one in four (25%) 
drivers hadn’t had a vision test in the past two years; and 
4% (the equivalent to more than 1.5 mil lion UK drivers) 
had never had their eyes tested. A worrying one in eight 
(12%) who need glasses or contact lenses admitted driv¬ 
ing without them. 

Brake calls on all drivers to ensure that their vision is at 
a safe standard for driving, helping to keep themselves 
and others safe, through regular (at least two-yearly) eye¬ 
sight tests and always wearing glasses or lenses if they’re 
needed.
